father, Fred Nolte, 38, in the bar- 
room of his saloon and grocery at 
Dupo, Ill, at 1:50 p. m., yesterday, 
was exonerated by the verdict of a 
Coroner's jury returned at East, St. 
Touls today. The jury held that she 
was justified, after hearing her tes- 
tify to her father’s brutality and tell 
how he had beaten her mother and 
threatened both their lives. 

She became hysterical after the 
ghooting and was not arrested. She 
gave her testimony in a fairly firm 
yoice, though she was crying softly. 
After the verdict she went home 
with her mother. 

Nolte died at 5:45 p. m. yesterday 
at St. Mary's Hospital, East St. 
Louis. The bullet had entered his 
right side and ranged upward toward 
the heart. 

“Father and mother quarreled in

That made father angry and he said 
to her, ‘Get out of here, or I'll kick 
you out.’ 

Kicked and Dragged Woman. 

“He grabbed her and she fell to 
the floor. He kicked her “several 
times and pulled her across the floor 
by the hair. ‘I’m going to kill.you,’ 
he cried out, and he ran toward the 
bedroom, in the rear. There was a 
revolver lying there on the folding 
bed. I ran in and beat him to the 
revolver. I tried to hide it at my 
side, but he tcld me to give it to 
him. We ran back to the barroom. 

“"No, you're not going to kill my 
mother,’ I said. 

“*Tll take a chair and knock your 
brains out and your mother’s too, if 
you don't give it to me,’ he said. 

“He started to raise a chair. I 
thot, twice, one shot right after the 
other. He fell over the arm of the 
chair and sank to the floor. I ran 
outside and hollered, ‘I’ve killed my 


father.’ "’ 
Says Father Had Beaten Her. 
The girl told Coroner’ Barker, 
when he questioned her, that she 


had had no intention of shooting her 
father, but only of keeping him from 
shooting her mother. She said her 
_ father used to beat her, but had not 
done so since her breakdown. He 
would beat her when she talked to 
the boys, she said, and one such oc- 
casion was during the war when she 
shook hands with some soldiers on 
& troop train. 

Mrs. Nolte’s testimony as to ths 
quarrel and shooting corroborated 
her daughter's. As to her treatment 
at the hands of her husband, she 


“He beat me almost all the time. 
He was an excellent man, except 
when he was drinking, but he drank 
heavily and often. Saturday night 
he beat me. He had bought this 
revolver a couple of weeks ago, and 
then I hid it. Yesterday morning he 
made me give it to him and he laid 
it out on the bed.” 

Woman Exhibits Bruises. 

She exhibited bruises she said her | 
husband had inflicted on her, and 
said she bore traces of injuries some- 
mes for six months. She told a 
reporter afterward that Nolte once 

been treated at a hospital in St. 
Louis for alcoholism.

morning. 

Mrs. Small was stricken with apo- 
plexy Saturday night during the ex- 
citement incident to the celebration 
of friends and fellow-townsmen 
the Governor as a result of his ac- 
quittal that afternoon at Waukegan, 
lll. With her at the time of her 
death was the Governor and their 
three children, Leslie and Budd 
Small, anti Mrs. A. E. Inglish, all of 
Kankakee. 

Trial Was a Heavy Strain. 

The nine weeks’ trial at Wauke- 
gan, where the Governor was 
charged with conspiracy to defraud 
the State of interest on State funds. 
had been a heavy strain on the Gov- 
ernor and his wife. Mrs. Small, how- 
ever, had borne the strain well, it 
appeared, until she was stricken and 
sank into the Governor’s arms as 
the noise of the celebrators filled the 


Physicians who attended Mrs. 
Small offered no hope for her recov- 
ery and throughout Sunday and last 
night she lay in a coma as the Gov- 
ernor and their sons and daughter 
watched by the bedside. The Gov- 
ernor refused’*to leave her. ’ 

Mrs. Small was born Dec, 17, 1861, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Moore of Kankakee County, 
and had lived virtually her entire 
life in this county. , 

Married in 1883. 

Mrs. Small and the Governor were 
married Nov. 21, 1883, and spent all 
of their married life. except for their 
official residence at Springfield, 
since the Governor was elected chief 
State executive, in Kankakee.

Findlay was in the front rank 
when the mob marched its victims 
into the woods and he fell at the first 
volley, with 46 shotgun pellets in his 
side. As he lay on the ground a 
miner with a revolver fired a shot 
point-blank through his foot. 

Partially Describes Leader. 

Findlay told the investigators and 
Col. Huntey, Illinois National Guard, 
that he could recognize the leader of 
the execution squad, and gave a par- 
tial description of an elderly, gray- 
haired man, who took Supt. McDow- 
ell from the ranks before the wood 
was reached and killed him. 

Findlay testified at the inquest that 
McDowell shot at two men on 
Wednesday, during the first attack on 
the mine, and that he saw one crum- 
ple up and the other throw up his 
arms and fall.
